The Moore Plan, named for State Comp- 


troller Frank C. Moore, chairman of the 
Commission which evolved the plan, became 
lav* 
\UUMI Governor Thomas E. Dewey 


signed the Moore Commission Bills on March 
30, 1946. 


As a result of this plan the uncertainties 


and inequities of state assistance have been 
eliminated and now, for the first time, every 
municipality can anticipate with confidence 
its full and just share of revenues from the 
State. An unprecedented opportunity is now 
at hand for local officials to plan the fiscal 
future of every community of the state. 


This new era of greater financial assist- 


ance from the State is due in large measure 
to Comptroller Moore, who is the Republican 
candidate for re-election to that office. 


Under the Moore Plan the City of Kings- 


ton alone will gain $408,749 in the next five 
years in per capita payments over what it 
received in shared taxes during the last five 
years.

curity Administration's New York 
State staff will meet here Monday 
for a three-day session \vhich will 
plan the dissolution of the 10- 
year-old lending agency and its 
reorganization November 1 as part 
of 
the 
newly-formed Farmers' 


Home Administration. 


County Supervisors from the 25 


New York offices will meet with 
State Director R. Tyler Space, 
who has recently been announced 
as chief of the new F.H.A. in this 
state. 


Administrator Dillard B. Las- 


setter of Washington, D. C, will 
take part in Wednesday morning's 
meeting (at the Wellington Ho- 
tel) and outline the policies of the 
new organization, formed by a 
merger of Farm Security and the 
Emergency Crop and Feed Loan 
Service. 


Under the terms of the Farm- 


ers' 
Home Administration Act, 


agency will administer a complete 
line of agricultural credit, pat- 
terned largely after current F.S.A. 
practices. Operating loans will be 
made for the purchase of seed, 
feed, tools, livestock and similar 
non-real-estate items at the pres- 
ent terms of one to five years at 
five per cent with a $3500 maxi- 
mum. 


The 
Farm 
Ownership 
loans 


made by F.S.A. will be continued 
under the F.ft.A. as 40-year cred- 
its but the interest rate will be 
raised from 3 to 3!i per cent. A 
new wrinkle in agricultural credit 
has been authorized by the new 
legislation—insurance 
of 
mort- 


gages on family-type fa.rms. 


Although funds have not yet 


been set up for the insurance pro- 
gram, the new law authorized in- 


preference in all types of F.H.A. 
direct and guaranteed loans and 
the preference extends to veterans 
of all wars. 


Additional aids to veterans is 


authorized by provisions which al- 
low loans to disabled veterans to 
purchase and operate small-scale 
farm enterprises which are within 
their physical capabilities. 


In all loans however, the legal 


requirement of farm experience, 
ability, character and initiative 
necessary to operate a farm busi- 
ness must be met. 
The county 


committee of farmers must ap- 
prove these qualifications in all 
applicants for any type of F.H.A. 
loan. 


In its 10 years of work in New 


York State, the F.S.A. lent $14,- 
788,867 to farmers for meeting op- 
erating costs. Of that sum. S8,- 
100,228 in principal and 31,419.663 
in interest has been repaid with a 
large percentage still not due for 
repayment. 
The figures are of 


June 30, 1946, end of the Federal 
fiscal year. 


Loans have gone to 8,915 New 


jYork farmers and 4,168 of the 


I loans have been repaid in full with 
interest. 
Only 401 have been 


listed as dropped because of death,

Henry, a physicist, had given thir- 
ty-two years of his life towards 
making it the great repository of 
knowledge that it is today. 
In 


order to do this Henry had to han- 
dle the cop>~ight privilege that 
had been given to his organization 
by Congress. 
The multitude of 


books that poured into the Insti- 
tute forced Henry eventually to 
relinquish the copyright to the Li- 
brary of Congress so that he, and 
his associates could continue to 
make their collections more varied 
in nature. 


Henry was succeeded by Spen- 


cer Baird in 1878, and under his 
administration

Institution 


he in large quantities. The same 
holds true for such items of con- 
struction as cement and the newer 
light metals, aluminum and mag- 
nesium. 


As to the clothing industry, Dr.
